ALITY AT Low 
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Insurance Limits 


UTOMOBILE dealers frequently are asked regarding 

insurance by their clients, particularly by those who 

are buying a first car. In giving advice on the purchase of 

insurance, the dealer will do well to give careful attention 

to the conditions which exist today and which are very dif- 
ferent from those of just a few years ago. 

* Obviously, any dealer will advise his client to cover 
himself for fire, theft, property damage and liability, with 
collision protection being somewhat of an option. In the 
case of a new driver, collision should certainly be included, 
for the tyro is quite likely to damage his own car before he 
becomes really skilful under modern traffic conditions. 

Of course, liability insurance is the vital point of cov- 
erage. Liability protects the car owner from damages that 
may result from his actions. Fire, theft or property damage 
may cause the car owner serious loss, but damage suits| 
by persons injured by his car may actually ruin him. 

For many years the tendency toward heavier and heav- 
ier damages in cases involving motor vehicles have been 
given by the courts. It is not uncommon for an injured 
person to be given $25,000 or $30,000. Not many years ago 
the standard liability policy was that which is known as the 
“five and ten,” meaning $5,000 protection against a single | 
suit and $10,000 for two suits, in cases where two persons | 
claim damages. Today this policy is totally inadequate. The 
car owner who trusts to it is very inadequately protected. | 
The exact amount of liability coverage that should be car- 
ried by present-day drivers will be governed somewhat by 
locality. The farmer in a sparsely settled area may not 
need as much coverage as the man who drives in a big city, 
with its increased opportunity for accident. 

When the automobile dealer is consulted by his client 
regarding the insurance to be carried, he should certainly 
advise a geherous liability coverage. He should point out 
that the rate for increased coverage does not increase in 
ratio with the larger amount of the policy. A $25,000- 
$50,000 policy, for instance, does not cost five times the pre- 
mium charged for a $5,000-$10,000. The larger policy costs 
only a little more than the smaller one, and no man who! 
wants real protection under the conditions of modern traf-| 
fic should let the small increased cost prevent him from 
having adequate protection.

| Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureaa 
Washington, March 21.—The 
price of crude rubber imported 
through New York and Boston 
| during February averaged 36.44 
| cents a pound, the rubber division 
| of the Department of Commerce 
_ announced. today. 

A total of 65,989,876 pounds, or 
29460 long tons, was received 
through New York, having a value 
of $24,258,098, at an average price 
of 36.76 cents a pound. Boston re- 
ceived a total of 3,659,792 pounds, 
or 1,629 long tons, valued at $1,117,- 
486, at an average price of 30.62 
cents a pound. 

These two customs @¢tricts ac- 
counted for 95 per cent. of all the 
crude rubber imported into the 
United States during 1926, and for 
93 per cent. during 1927. If the 
February. imports through New 
York and Massachusetts are taken 
as 95 per cent. of total United 
States imports, the total imports 
for February would amount to 32,- 
725 long tons. 

Imports of guayule, jelutong, ba- 
lata, gutta percha, gutta siak and 
scrap and reclaimed rubber are not 
included in this tonnage, it was 
explaified at the department.

the association takes the stand that 
nothing should be done before a) 
thorough and matter-of-fact inquiry | 
has been made to bring out all in-| 
formation relevant to this problem. 

Uncompensated accident losses, ac- | 
cording to Mr. McLear, amount to 
less than one per cent. of the total 
judgments awarded. 

Several bills, aimed to provide | 
compulsory liability insurance have 
been pu’ forward thinly disguised as 
attempts to relieve court calendar | 
congestion. Many of these bills are 
quite absurdly conceived, and, in 
fact, introduced as a matter of 
politics, but the situation requires | 
close and constant watching. 

The association favors the Fearon 
bill, providing that if a judgment, 
awarded in an automobile accident 
case remains unpaid for siaty days. 
a copy of the judgment filed with 
the state commissioner of automo- 
bile licenses would serve to bring 
about suspension of the vehicle li- 
cense held by the party who has 
failed to pay, until payment has 
been made or stayed by a court 
appeal. The bill has been passed 
by both houses, and is now before 
the governor, who will probably 
sign it. 

Another desirable bill provides the 
creation of an index, giving motor 
and serial numbers of stolen cars, by 
the office of the motor vehicle com- 
missioner. This would make the 
marketing of stolen cars in the 
state very much more difficult than 
it has been in the past. Despite 
the fact that this bill has met what 
appears to be political obstruction, 
the commissioner’s office, which 
formerly sent out lists of stolen car 
numbers every week or two in the 
past, now receives daily reports from 
all peace officers in the state. This 
has resulted in the detection and 
return to their owners of sixteen 
stolen cars within the last few days. 

The A. M. A. has succeeded in 
bringing about the defeat of a bill 
which was designed to make manda- 





tory the use of two independent 
braking systems operating on the 
rear wheels. This bill, if passed, 


would have caused extensive trouble |
